Besides rice to come from 
Burma and Thailand, contracts 
were concluded last month for 
importing rice totalling 105,200 
tons from the , United States, 
Italy, Brazil and Formosa, . 
. Import of Egyptian rice this 
year is viewed with pessimism 
because Egypt, from which 
170,000 tons of: rice’ were im- 
ported to Japan ‘last year, hes 
agreed to barter, rice for wheat 
from Russia.
